by Mail. 


EUITOK Rtu'fiiLiCAN.—In view of tho 


newly aroused interest which is mani- 
ested concerning that region of lofty 
peaks, inaccessible crags and almost hot- 
:omleas gorges which lies in thfc vicinity 
of tbe Middle Pork of Kings river, the 
Palisades and Mount Goddard in Fresno 
county, the following extracts from a 
letter written to Frank. Duey of Selom, 
one of the earliest and moat adventurous 
explorers of those stupendous fastneeeea 
of the Sierras, will be found both enter- 
taining and instructive. 


Mr. Dufly says: "It was in the sum' 


mer of 1S72 that I was visited in my 
mountain camp on the North Fork of 
King river by Mr. Keeter, a relative of 
Captain Dawes, and J. W. Ferguson of 
Fresno. They were seeking health and 
recreation amoDK the mountains and we 
made up an exploration party. 


"We first visited the now famous 


Tehipiti canyon on the Middle Fork. 
There was no"trail into the canyon. We 
had to force our way down tho steep side, 
over recks, gulches and through dense 
thickets of tibapparal. The canyon it 
more than a mile deep. To the best of 
my belief we were the first white men to 
enter the canyon since a very early day, 
perhaps 1851. when some miners wenl 
in. 


On our way back we visited Crown 


mountain, a high round peak near tbe 
Collins meadows, and also 
Lookout 


mountain about 12,000 feet high, from 
which an eiteneive view can ba bad it 
all directions. Wo could see Mount 
Goddard, Romn thirty miles off to thp 
north, but we did not visit it. 


It is stated in the Ypeemite Guide 


that the famous mountaineer, Clarence 
King, tried to ascend Mount (Joddanl 
many years ago, but failed. He estimat- 
ed that hu Kot within G'.KI feet of the 
top, bnt no higher. Tn 1879 Lil A. Win- 
chellof Fresno and L. Davis-of Centra 
colony climbed lo tho top. They were 
the first parsons that I ever heard o 
reaching tha summit. Thia mountain is 
npwards of 14,000 feet high. A year or 
two afterwards Dr. Chester Rowell. Mr 
Ohildera and myself, marie the attempl 
from the north but failed. I aRain via 
ited Mount Goddard with Alford and 
William Collins. 


We went around the north Bide close 


to tbe mountain. 
On that side lies the 


Mt. Goddard glacier. 
I afterwards vis- 


ited it with 1'rofeseor Eisen, Mr. Stew- 
urt and Charley Suyder. We were over 
taken by a heavy rainstorm in the roach 
peaks north of the Alpine camp. We 
were above the timber line withou 
wood for fire, and spent a miserable 
night. All we had we packed on nur 
backs. Professor Kieen and Mr. Stew- 
ait turned back, but Snyder and I con- 
tinued on, until Bnyder was taken with 
a severe chill, followed by fever, which 
made him delirious. 
Night overtook ue 


again above tho timber lino, at tho lakes 
south ot the mountain. 
Thia was the 


14th of August. 
The lakes were stil 


frozen with ice four feet thick I Weal 
last groped our way down the west aide 
OT end of the mountain to the timber 
line where we could make a fire. 


Tim "Palisades" areatill beyond, ea^t- 


ward, on tbe tbe highest crest ot the 
Sierras. The beet way to get to them is 
to go up by the Triple falls, on the right 
hand fork of the Middle fort of King's 
river at the upper end of the valley. The 
wav Charles Peck and I went is very 
difficult. The Ashury Wells trail to the 
Palisades ia said to be the easiest, bnt it 
is tbe longest. 
I went the short trail 


that follow? a stream between the Mist 
fall and tbe Triple falls, in company 
with L. P. Clark, Alfred Collins,- Will- 
iam Collins, John Kiley and Professor 
Eieen, but not being prepared to camp 
we returned. I think that in the nearest 
and best route to the wonderful Pali- 
sades. As yet they thave been visited by 
but very few persons on account of the 
great difficulty of gutting to them."

on the river, camping and fishing, and 
on Sunday n prninjr, at 9 o'clock, when 
they were fishing, young Gilbert decided 
, to crosB the river for a more comfortable 
place. 


The water at that place is not more 


than waist deep, but the river flows bv 
with a swift current, and abounds in 
waterfalls. 
His 
companions advised 


Gilbert not to try to cross, but he 
laughed at their feara and started to 
wade acroBB with his clothing on. 


When be got about half way over his 


feet were swept from andet him. and he 
struggled desperately in the water until 
he waa carried for about 100 yards, when 
he regained his footing. He atood np 
and laaghed triumphantly at hia alarmed 
friends.
